Nobody noticed 
anything out of the way in the wliito- 
haircd, kindly-faced old gentleman who 
followed the child around ,uid who 
seemed greatly pleased whenever the 
gasaengers gave his charge a ]ileasant 
;'word. When liUle Wendell got tired 
vrith play his grandfather put him to 
bed. About 10 o'clock Dr. Palmer, say- 
ing that the boy was seasick and must 
have fresh air, carried him tenderly to 
the after-deok. The child complaining 
of tha cold, the doctor sent a waiter for 
a blanket. A moment later Captain 
Snowden, looking through an open 
door, saw Dr. Palmer, with the boy in 
his arm.s, jump from the rail into the 
water. The steamer was stopiicd and 
the boats lowered, but the bodies could 
not be found, and the steamer con- 
tinued her voyage. The doctor was 73 
years old, 

Wew Tori»i;«Io liuats for Russia. 

A correspondent writes: — "Four 
new torpedo boats, constructed by 
Sohichan. of Elbing, have just been de 
livered to the Russian Government. 
Those boats are stated to be remarka- 
ble for their speed and the sav- 
ing of fuel etlected. During their re- 
cent trial the speed contracted for was 
considerably exceeded. The first boat, 
during six hours' steaming, averaged 
22.24 knots an hour. The resul :s of 
the Sliced trials of the second and third 
boats have not lieen publisund. But 
the performance of the fourth boat is 
stated to have been very remarkable. 
The boat had on board a erew of 18 
men, coals for a run of 1,200 miles, 
and 146 tons of ballast, and y#b she 
attained, during a throe hours' run, an 
average speed of 21. G kuots, the maxi- 
mum speed reached during an hour's 
steaming being 23 knots, the liij.(hest 
ever recorded. It will be seen that 
Russia at present possesses the fastest 
tprpedo boat afloat; but there is 
every probability tiaat Jshe will not be 
in that exceptional position for very 
long. The Spanish Government has 
juat contracted with Messrs. Yarrow it 
Co., for the construction of two torpe- 
do boats of the Falke (Austrian) type, 
the speed of which in fighting trim, 
carrying 17 tons on board, is guaran- 
teed, at 23 knots, and, when running 
light; 26 ■ knots," •

The Glad- 
stone organs have boon positively stating 
that Mr. Chamberlain would come round, 
but his letter ahowa that he has made up 
hi.s mind to stick iaat. It is quite clear that 
no compromise is possible. Ho iusists in 
retaining the entire Irish representation at 
Westminster. Neither Mr. Gladstone nor 
llr. Alorley could yield to this without 
grossly stultifying themselves. Still Mr. 
Gladstone will go very far; theio are no 
bounds to his ingenuity in rounding cor- 
ners, and his Inst card is not yet played. 
This evening he will make a stateoiont from 
which you will learu much or little, accord- 
ing to the necessitioH of the moment. Ho 
would bo qiiito content to got o second read- 
ing and then withdraw both bills ond hang 
up tho whole subject until next session. 
Most of his colleagues desire nothing bettor, 
and the Parnellitea would probably agree, 
for there is nothing to gain by forcing Mr. 
Gladstone on to contest where victory is 
doubtful, while, ncoording to tho declara- 
tions of LordRanciOlph Churchill, they have 
nothing to hope for from the conservative 
party.

CANADIAN 4B.T. 

To anyouo wlio 1ms Riven the subject of 
Cnuadiita Art any tlioiigbt, au\l wholiiB 
obsen-etl il.s progress within the past score 
of years, it is evident that the i)eople are 
uot so thoroughly engrossed iu laouey-mak- 
ingaBtO;be unable to devote some time 
and fttteriMpn >to' those bmnohes ot cjaUure 
■v»'liic!li ' ou'nobio arid' refine. We .'cannot 
Ijoiist, it is true, of the condition of Art in 
Oauiuia, seeing that wo lire somewhat ba- 
Liml other countrits iu this respect; but 
■when we remember thiit wo uro only now 
emerging from a colouial condition, when 
the energies of the people wore necessarily 
Bpent iu developing her great natural re- 
sources, nud before a nation can ealtivate 
the liberal arts there must be a olass with 
wealth and leisure at its disposal, wo think 
there is still causa for congratulation on the 
part of the Canadian people for the progress 
they halve made in all mattflrs which pertain 
to Art.' • ■ 'We have in Canada to-day many 
nrtists of marked ability, whose works com- 
pare favorably witli those of their brother 
craftsmen across the border. The jjaintiugs 
of L. E. O'Brien, the president of the 
lloyal Cauadiuu Academy, have now a con- 
tinental rejiutatiou and are ranked 
"with the . beat creations of the 
American masters. Verner, too, and Miles, 
have done acme work which would do 
oredit to an; Rainier,' and the popalarity 
they hare achieved attests the faot that 
our people ore not insensiblo tn the love 
of the beautiful. We have in Canada, 
though it ia not generally known, many 
worka of Raphael, Rembrandt, Turner 
and Yan Dyke, and others of the masters, 
and only a short time ago the lion. Don 
'aid A» SiDlth paid §45,600 for Breton's 
Oommunioants at the sale of Mrs. Mor- 
gan's famous art collection. Half a cen- 
tury ago a painting of merit was quite a 
rarity and a native artist unknown. Then 
atrong muscular arras were more highly 
prized than the delicately fashioned fin- 
gers of the artist. Arms to direct the 
plough or wield the mower's scythe were 
in demand; the hands which could only 
describe "the line of beauty," or depict 
the beautiful iti nature, had b it a poor 
chance of winning a livelihood for their 
possessor. Now, however, with the 
inoroase of wealth, our people have 
gone abroad, they have seen 
the raaater pieces of the mind and heart 
of man, have walked in the grand old 
cathedrals of Europe, and have returned 
to their native land with a yearning after 
the charms which art can give to matter. 
Each year the tide of fotiuiga trarel in- 
oreeises', and each year we see an Ihoreaaed 
cultivation of those arts vhich refine and 
adorn. In one branch of art we have 
made remarkable progress, Where 
formerly arose the humL.e log-cabin noiv 
stands the comfortable dwelling of the 
opulent farmer. In our cities are hand- 
some buildings of brick and atone on the 
ground ocoupiud by wooden buildings 
forty years ago. Our public buildings 
are, as a rule, models of architectural 
skill, and the churches are in many cases 
pure Bpeciniena of their order of archi- 
tecture. We cannot too highly es- 
timate the refining influences of all 
good art, and architecture, when 
properly carried out, is one of the 
most potent of the forces which elevate 
public taato. When a good specimen 
of architecture fails to please, the fault 
muat be either in the art or in the spec- 
tator; it is most likely to be in the spec- 
tator, for man's nature ia peculiarly sensi- 
tive to grandeur of form and color. The 
further development of native art ia de- 
pendent not only upon our material pro- 
gress, but also upon our moral character, 
for, as Ituekin has finely expressed it : 
"Art, national or individual, is the result 
of a long course of training, if that life 
has been loyal, and an impossible one, if 
it has been base. Lot a nation be health- 
ful, happy, pure in its enjoyments, brave 
in its acts, broad in its aQoctions, and its 
art will spring round and within it as 
freely as the foam from a fountain; but 
let the springs of ics life be impure, and 
Sta course polluted, and you will not get 
the bright spray by treatises on the mathe- 
maiioal structure of bubbles," 



amwsLiDEs ON mE selkirks. 

A return brought down at Ottawa gives 
particulars of the observations made at 
the summit of the Selkirk msnntains dur- 
ing the past winter by Mr. James Dickey, 
C. E., for the purpose of ascertaining the 
extent of the snow-alides and how far 
they are likely to interrupt the traffic of 
the Canadian Pacific railway. He writes 
on March 13th: "As I anticipated by 
putting in the loop and getting the loca- 
tion into the bottom of the valley of the 
lllioilli thejraok on the west slope is al- 
jnoBt entirely removed from any danger 
from snow slides. The only one of con- 
BequencD is at .-itation 733, and this can be 
easily overcome by a shed, which, when 
erected, will throw the anew entirely clear 
of the track into the river bolow, and this 
can also be said of the others, excepting 
ihie oiie at the summit, wheto the grade 
•will have to he lowered." On April 1st 
Mr. I. Dickey reported: — " Since my 
last report wo have had mora 
enow than anticipated, but it was 
of a very light character and 
•would offer no obstruction to trains. For 
the past week the weather has been ex- 
tremely fine, and the snow Is going 
rapidly. During this time the heat of the 
Bun has brought down a few snowslides, 
but they came slowly and a very small 
proportion reached the track." On April 
10th he wrote: "The warm weather dur- 
ing the past few days lias brought down a 
great many snowslides from the mountain 
tops, but they only reached the track at 
five points, coming very slowly and doing 
no damage to apeak of. You can form, 
perhaps, a better opinion of how little 
these slides, brought down by the heat of 
the sun, have affected the line, when I 
tell you that six weeks ago a ' temporary 
telegraph line was erected from stations 
170 to 310, the poles being merely stuck 
in the snow, and it has only been dis- 
turbed twice. . There are about tvro feet 
of anow on the level here now." 



THE DOMINION EXEIBITION. 

When the house was last ia supply the 
vote of 810,000 for the Dominion exhi- 
bition was under consideration. Mr. 
Shakespeare rose and said; "I would 
suggest to the miniator of agriculture 
that he should consider whether it would 
not be well to have this exhibition in 
British Columbia. I think that would be 
a moat desirable place, and I am certain 
the people of Eastern Canada would em- 
bracs the opporiunity of visiting that 
part of the Dominion whioh the opening 



of the Canadian- 'Pacilio;irailway will 
sliortly enable them to do at little expense. 
I sincerely trust the minister will take this 
matter into his serious consideration." 
Other members put in claims for viirious 
parts of the Dominion, iuciuuiag Manitoba, 
western Ontario and the eastern provinces. 
Mr. Calling, iu replying, said, referring to 
the B. C. application: "I am very glad to 
hear such glowing accounts from the diii'er- 
ent sections of the Dominion, including 
Victoria, B. 0. I am sure this house has 
every desire to do everything possible to 
advance the. interests of British Columbia; 
but the Canadian Pacific railway is barely 
completed and in running operation. It 
will be iu thorough order in a lihort time, 
and I hope wo will nil have an opportunity 
of seeing that beautiful country, when uo 
doubt we will be able to consider the pro- 
priety and necessity of doing eveTything to 
adv:mco its iuterestii, from au ngriunltural 
point of view." lie would not state spoci- 
hcntly ■where tho exhibition is to be held 
this year, but it was gathered from the min- 
ister's observations that the Eastovu town- 
ships is to be the fi'.vo-ed locality. The 
turn of British Columbia will come iu aycar 
or two. 



A DIRECT miiE TO AUSTRALIA. 

Sir T. Mollwraith has been expressing 
his astonishment that thu Queensland 
legislative assembly should tolerate a 
"monstrous" charge of IDs. lOd. a word, 
exacted by the iolograpii companies, with 
the pormiasion uf tiio Telegraph Confer- 
ence of Berlin. To overcome the monopo- 
ly he advocate.s the conatruction of a di- 
rect line from Australia to England, all 
the colonies combining to carry it out; 
but as some time may elapse before the 
adoption of such an expoiuive moasuro, 
W6 would venture to point out to the 
Queensland legislative aasembly that there 
exists a much easier way of reducing the 
tariff. As we pointed out some time ago, 
the Russians have carried their land wire 
to Ponjdeh, or to within 700 miles of the 
commencing point of the land wire of In- 
dia, and if this gap were bridged cable 
rates would only comnienoo from Singa- 
pore to Australia, and the cost of tho moa- 
sage would fall to two or three shillings 
a word. The India government has got 
in reserve enough wire to extend the In - 
dian telegraph system to Herat, and the 
telegraph authorities at Simla are anxious 
and ready to lay it down. The work could 
be done in a few months, and if there wore 
objections to connecting the line with 
Penjdehit could bo carried west to Herat 
to the commencing point of tho Persian 
system at Meshed . Of course tho Austra- 
lian raeaaages would have to traverse Rus- 
sia, but thoy do that already, the Indo- 
European Telegraph company's wire trav- 
ersing the Caucasus on its way to the Per- 
sian gulf. The remedy, thoreforo, to tho 
present state of affairs, so- detrimental to 
trade, rests in the h mds of the English 
government, and wa recommend Sir T. 
Alollwraith to exeroiiie pressure to induce 
it to carry out the desires of the Indian 
telegraph department, and lay down tho 
wire to Penjdoh, which is now idling in 
store at Quecta.

— Tho Canadian Pa- 
cific railway ii making active preparations 
for the opening of the lino for traliic to 
British Columbia, The telegraph staff 
have started from Winnipeg to prepare 
their lines, and a large gang of navvies 
left that city yesterday to put the track 
in readiness. 

ORANaEviLi.K, Ont., May IS.— Two 
dynamite explosions occurred hero last 
night, one at tho oflico and another at tho 
residence of Police Magistrate Monroe. 
The office was ooraplolely wrecked and 
the adjoining property somewhat dam- 
aged. The liouae wis badly damaged but 
no lives were lost, Tho indignation of 
the citizens is very great, as this ia tho 
tnird and most destructive explosion since 
the initiation of the Scott act. The cause 
of the outrage is the action of Magistrate 
Monroe in strictly enforcing the temper- 
ance law. Although largo rewards have 
been offered for information regarding tho 
perpetration of the first two explosions, 
no one has been arrested in connection 
with the crime.

ENGLAND. 

LoNDONi May 18.— Giladstoiie, in the 
commons this afternoon, moved that the 
hous6 devote four nights out of five from 
parliament business every week to tho de- 
bate on the home rule bill. Tho premier's 
proposal produced a sensation, as it had 
come to be generally beliaved, without 
any clearly defined reason why, that tho 
government had about given up all hope 
of carrying their measure and would bring 
on aerials as early as possible, An excit- 
ed discussion at onoo followed Mr. Glad- 
stone's motion. During thin both sides 
to the controversy revealed their position. 
Sir Michael Hicka-Beaoh, conservative, 
said his party wanted a pledge that the 
debate would be finished on Friday next. 
To this Gladstone answered that his reck- 
oning extended the debate far boyond tho 
date fixed by the opposition. After a 
lon'g and warm discussion, Gladstone's 
motion was carried.

^ Railroad — NvgotiutlontK 
with Brimiii nnd 
Canada. 

In the United States senate on March 
I7th, Mr. Hoar, by request, introduced 
the following bill, which w-iis read twice 
and referred te the committee .on foreign 
relatiotis : j A bijl .to; faothtate'i the settle- 
ment and to develop the resources of the 
territory of AlaaVrv. wnd to open an over- 
land commercial i-uii.,o between the Uni- 
ted States, Asiatic Russia and Japan. 

He it enacted by; the senate and house 
of ropresontatives.of the United States of 
Ataerioa in congreaa assembled : 

That, in order to faoilitate the settle- 
mant and develop the resources of the 
territory of Alaska, an exploration and 
survey be made under the direction of 
the secretiiry of war, for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the best 
and most feasible route for the construc- 
tion of a railroad from the northern 
boundary of the United States through 
British Columbia and Alaska to a desir- 
able harbor on the southern coast of the 
Alaska peninsula or on Buhring sea. 
That the president ol: the United States 
adopt such action as to him will appear 
proper to obtain the necessary facilities 
for carrying forward the object of said 
survey from the governments of Croat 
Britain, the Dominion of Canada .\nd 
British Ooluinbia. Said surveys shall 
proceed, however, without un- 
necessary delay tliroughoiit the por- 
tion of the said proposed line 
within United States territory, while 
awaiting the result of the said negotiations. 
That said survey shall oommonce within 
the United States at or about the line of the 
ono hundred and fourteenth iiyiridiau of 
west longitude or at or near to'Spokane 
Falls on the Northern Paoitio railroad, or at 
such point adjiio<5iit thon-to an :nay he aiccr- 
tnined the iiioHt suitubK.-; tbi^iioo north on 
the eaisterii sido of the Itocky Mountain 
raugo, following iL lii_'o wheri-iu the climate 
and soil appear to bo the most fa^'brably for 
agrioulturiil or pastoral pitriuiits and 
(lulloctiug westwardly from «aid line for the 
purjiOBO of aacortaiuing an availablo i^aKs 
for a branch line of railroad to Sitka, the 
main line of siuyey to be continued iiorth 
and west to a desirable harbor on the pen- 
insula of .Vhiska. That the sum of .SlOO,- 
OUO be upjiropviated out of auy nioneyn 
now in tho IJ. S. treasury for the purpose 
of said Hurvoy, to be e^peuiled nuilur tho 
directiou of theKeorotary of war, and avail- 
able immediately upon the passage of thih- 
act.

Duncan 
McDonald, son of Mr. McDonald of the 
Hudson Bay; Co., who used to be chief 
factor for the company at Colville in ear- 
ly days, was one of the party, and can 
speak to the Indians in their own tongue. 
Ho tried to satisfy the Indians and bo al- 
lowed to work ou, but the Indians told 
them they should leave, and not work for 
any gold. The party was not prepared to 
tight the Indians, and remembering the 
old adage that these who tight and run 
away may live to fi^ht another day, they 
told the Indians this, and to-day they are 
down Hgain from Missoula with rifles in 
their hands, to stay and see if there is 
anything in Calispell worth fighting for.

T^he Kootenay mining and smoltinif 
company bought the seven-eighth interest 
in ItoburL Ivaineo's and .Toe Williams' 
claims on Lake Pond d'Oreille a few daya 
ago, and are going to put up a smelter on 
this lake immediately.

Columbia river this year, which would 
give them an outlet to ship by way of the 
Canadian Pacific railroad. It is rumored 
here that Capt. Ainsworth and Capt. Gua 
Wright are on their way up from Vic- 
toria to inspect the proposed line «nd 
their valuable mining property in Koote- 
nay lake. 

Tl'.AKriC. 

Mr. U. L.Galbraith arrived down to- 
day with hia large pack train and roporta 
very favorably on the mining uroapects of 
Upper K(3oteiiay for this soason. Ho also 
say.1 that this will bo his last trip to this 
point, as ho can pack cheaper from the 
Canadian Pacitic railroad than from here, 
as ho can save the duties on his goods by 
buying in Canada, and they are putting a 
a steamer on the Columbia river to run 
from Donald to the Columbia lake, which 
will shorten their packing 100 miles. The 
steamer will bo ready to run by the Ist 
of Juno on the upper Columbia lakes. 

LANDS AND I.VDLk.NS 

The news from the upper Kootenay in 
regard to the Indiana is not of an assur- 
ing character. Col. James Baker, who 
bought out J.'l', G.ilbraith & lire's home- 
stead .at .^u.^eph'a prairie last summer, has 
taken up more land adjoining hia ranch 
and got the deputy surveyor to survey the 
same, when Isadoro, chief of the Koole- 
na3''s, came on to thoni and ordered the-n 
to quit. Ho also pulled up all the stakes 
that were driven and told the surveyor 
and Col. Baker that they should not au'- 
vey or own any more land. The Kooto- 
naya have always been a peaceable tribe 
of Indiana and very friendly to the whites 
until immigration a few years ago com- 
menced to flow into Kootenay and take 
up the land, which roused the jealousy of 
the Indians, until they have made up 
their minds not to allow any more land to 
be taken up or surveyed by the whites. 
They can muster about GOO if there is any 
trouble with the authorities, and if the 
Canadian government wants to protect 
immigration into the upper Kootenay 
country they need to send at least 100 
soldiers there as soon as possible.

All who have read Capt. Marryat's 
"Paoha of many Tales" will remember 
how the crow of a leaking Italian brig, 
being overtaken by a aevero stoirm in the 
Mediterranean, ceased their efibrta to 
mana;^e the ship and commenced praying 
^o an image of the A'^irgin ; and how the 
hguro which had been dashed into the sea 
by an English bailor was afterwards found 
to have boon drawn into the leak and was 
thus the means of saving the vessel from 
foundering. "By one of those ooincidon- 
cos which, ia only known tc dramatists as 
sich," a British ship the Alexander Yeats, 
Capt. Dunbar, from Labos for Falmouth, 
while leaving har anchorage struck on a 
shoal and sprang a leak. The pumps 
were got in working order and were gain- 
ing on the leak, when the influx of water 
suddenly stopped, The vessel put into 
Callao, Peru, for examination, and the 
diver found that a large holo had been 
knocked in the bottom. In the hole and 
completely Dliing it was the body of a 
very large fish. It is supposed that the 
Gsh, while swimming past the veaael waa 
carried in by the water. At all events the 
fish saved the vessel.

The Cardiff Savings Bant, whick 
Las over 5,000 depositors on its books, 
has stopped. Tke fcruateea and man- 
agers have issued a notice, vrhich wns 
posted up on tlio ^lank doora oa Satur- 
day morningj^Btating that they have 
discovered several acts of dishonesty in 
the accounts of the late actuary, Mr. 
James Emerson Williams, and there- 
fore ;d«emiti prudent to suspend buii* 
nesB till tfae accounts cf the bank have 
been thoroughlj^r^^inveatigatfd. In the 
meantime, bhs Dotioe states, the trus- 
tees and managers are happy to be able 
to inform the publio that thfl principal 
part of the funds of the bank, about 
- are"' safely ;seoarod in the 
liauds'of the Controller Qeneral. This 
placard gave rise to the greatest^ excite- 
ment upon investors presenting them- 
■elves at the bank for the purpose 
either of making deposits or withdraw 
als. Mr. Williams, the actuary, who 
dittd about a month ago, had held the 
positiqn^for no less than 36 years, and 
was looked up to as a pattern of integr- 
ity. The discovery of the defalcations, 
which are understood to extend over a 
period of nearly 50 years, nroae from 
the fact that aonoeono in making pra- 
parations for the advent of tlie new 
actuary came across a duplicate ,iet of 
hooka which the iat» actuary had never 
revealed. His grandson, a clerk in the 
office, then made a clean breast of the 
aSair, saying that he had bean coguiy,- 
ant of the irregularities ever eiaco he 
had been in the bank, a period of six 
or seven years. 'Ihe money embezzled 
consisted entirely of amounts which 
were represented in the books re- 
payment. Oertain depositors were 
credited with having withdrawn vari- 
ous sums which, as a matter of fact, 
they never received, the money being 
appropriated by the late actuary to his 
own aae. The greatest excitemsnt pr«- 
vaila in Cardiff, where nearly all the 
depositors reside,

pany for the use of its own detectives. 
It has in the hut fourteen years cost 
Wells, Fargo Js Company §927,726.5,5, 
or an average of $C6,2GG per year. Tiie 
robbers are charged with $415,312,55; 
rewards for arrests, etc., $73,451; at- 
torneys, S22,3G7; expenses incurred in 
arresting and convicting robbers, §90,- 
079; f,'uards and special officers, $32(1,- 
517. In this is not included the gres.t 
amount stolen from the United States 
mails in the* same robberies, and the 
still greater total of cash and valuables 
taken from the stage coach passengers. 
But taking the sum the robbers have 
secured from the Wells Fargo boxes 
alone, $416,312, it ia seen that the 
105 men' who have engaged in the busi- 
ness, have averaged §8,835, or $600 
per year each. What the monny and 
jewellery have netted the road-agents 
it ia of course impossible to even esti- 
naatt. — Sail Francisco C'hiviilcle.
